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Phragmites workshop detail challenges of eradication

There is no single or sim¬ 
ple solution to getting rid of 
phragmites, those attending 
this weekend’s workshops at 
the Niagara-on-the-Lake com¬ 
munity centre were told, butit’s 


important to begin the process. 

Janice Gilbert, a wetland 
ecologist considered an expert 
in the control of one of the

including several town staff and 
members of the agricultural 
community. 

Gilbert described the plant, 
a feather-like reed that can 
grow as tall as 15 feet, as strong, 
aggressive, easily dispersed 
and spread, with few approved 
methods for eradication. 

There are two chemicals 
approvedin Canada that can be 
used, but not over water or near 
buffets with wildlife. 

The plant has far-reaching, 
toxic roots, and once estab¬ 
lished, its growth is “exponen¬ 
tial,” she said 

It likes salty water and so 
grows weU in roadside ditches, 
can handle a variety of situa¬ 
tions, from very moist to dry 
conditions, she said, and there 
are no native plants that can 
compete with it - it completely 
takes over and destroys other 
plants around it 

One of the problems that has 
led to its rapid spread is that 


people like the way it looks, and 
without understanding how 
harmfrtl it is, pick it and take it 
home, she says. 

They don't realize what 
they've done until they can't see 
the pond or access the shore¬ 
line where it has taken over, 
negatively impacting the value 
oftheir property. 

It also leads to a loss of bio¬ 
diversity - by destroying native 
plants, it takes away habitat for 
wildlife and aquatic life, "and 
we're not doing anything to 
help them” 

Gilbert talked about munic¬ 
ipalities and private property 
owners who have had some 
success at controlling or erad¬ 
icating phragmites, but they 
have feced several challenges. 

Heavy equipment doing road 
work or working in ditches can 
easily spread phragmites seed 
from one area to another if not 
cleaned before moving, she 
said.

And local efforts on roads 
and drainage ditches do no 
good if regional, provincial and 
federal roads and highways 
aren't also tackled 
“We need a province¬ 
wide, early detection rapid 
response program," she said. 

There are some situations 
where the only solution will 
be the use of helicopters to 
apply herbicides over large, 


difficult-to-reach areas, she 
said. 

In some cases, people 
have become frustrated and 
taken matters into their own 
hands, pouring chemicals 
over everything in an area 
with phragmites or mow¬ 
ing with tractors, destroying 
native plants as well.

“Our motto is to do the most good 
with the least amount of harm,” said 
Gilbert. 

And that means having a careful and 
managed plan with partners to control 
phragmites, allowing mother nature to 
heal itself, she added. 

“A nice, vibrant native plant life will 
return, and the butterflies and birds will 
comeback.” 

High on her list of priorities is identi¬ 
fying focus areas, targeting specific sites, 
establishing partnerships and getting 
funding in place - every stakeholder in 
the community needs to be involved, 

The solutions have to be tailored 
to each situation - involving cutting, 
chemical applications, or a combina¬ 
tion of both. 

In one instance along a shoreline she 
studied, where chemicals could not be 
used safely, a private property owner 
who had lost access to the beach hired 
summer students to attack the stalks 
with a shovel - a successful solution for 
that particular situation. 

“We need to do a better job of educat¬ 
ing people," she said. 

“Any solution requires locally driven 
efforts supported by all levels of govern¬ 
ment and maintained for several years. 
We need a short and long-term man¬ 
agement plan, and the quicker we deal 
with this the faster, easier and cheaper 
it will be.” 

Brett Ruck, the town’s superintend¬ 
ent of drains, talked about the town’s 
efforts to date, and said he wants to 
move ahead carefully, looking at some 
sample areas and being sure he has the 
information he needs on how best to 
control phragmites. 

He has spoken to contractors about 
drainage and irrigation ditches - sev¬ 
eral were at the meeting to add their 
expertise, including Steve Ford of Green 
Stream, a lawn and vegetation manage¬ 
ment company based in Burlington. 


Ford too detailed the challenges of 
controlling phragmites, and indicated 
in some areas, a rotation of cutting and 
chemicals works best. He uses a tech¬ 
nology called wet-blade mowing, which 
releases a chemical direcdy on the plant 
as it cuts - it eliminates “wind drift and 
ground soak” of the herbicide, he says. 

where there is aquatic life, he said. 

Despite the difficulties in managing 
this "particularly invasive plant, which 
is very difficult to control," Ford says 
he can get good results with the proper 

Wet-blade mowing “allows us to work 
carefully, effectively and safely in a very 
controlled environment.” 

Depending on the density of the 
phragmites in a particular area, it can 
take three to five years to reduce it to 
satisfactory levels, he said. 

Gilbert and Ford agreed that approval 
to use an modified version of the chem¬ 
ical over water, now approved for use in 
the U.S., would be an important step in 
the eradication of the plant 

A Saturday morning workshop also 
brought out representatives from the 
agricultural community, with members 
concerned about the long-term effects 
of phragmites on irrigation drains, and a 
decision was made to take a report and 
recommendations back to the town's 
agricultural committee. 

Ruck said he will present an informa¬ 
tion report on the meeting to council, 
which w ill likely be posted on the town’s 
website. 

He cautioned property owners, espe¬ 
cially those on municipal drains, not to 
take matters into their own hands with¬ 
out some advice on how to move for¬ 
ward - they may end up doing more 
harm than good, he said. 

He is working on a long-term manage-

Trudeau, Obama meeting a success 


I n the end, Justin Trudeau’s 
feel-good visit to the White 
House last week delivered a lot 
of symbolism and a little bit of 
substance. And that's OK. 

"What’s not to like?" U.S. 

President Barack Obama said in 
describing his like-minded guest, 
the first Canadian prime minister 
to receive an official invitation to 
Washington in 19 years. 

The same can be said for how the day 
went off as a whole: What’s not to like? 

The two leaders seemed 
genuinely chummy, picking up 
from the friendship they evidently 
forged at their first formal meeting 
in November, on the sidelines 
of the Asia-Pacific Economic 
Co-operation summit in Manila. 
Now, in D.C., there were cheers and 
jokes and Maple Leafs, and a glitzy 
state dinner and Hollywood stars 
from Canada. 

The spouses appeared to hit 
it off, too, with Michelle Obama 
introducing Sophie Gregoire- 
Trudeau as her “soulmate” at an 
event to promote girls’ education 
globally. 

Even the weather co-operated. 
Granted, when it came down to 
more serious business, there were 
no blockbuster announcements of 
bilateral policies or pacts. Then again, 
none had been expected. Obama’s 
term of office ends in 10 months; 
Tmdeau’s has barely begun. The 
timing was not conducive to game¬ 
changing surprises. 


Which isn’t to take away from what 
was announced. Agreements were 
struck on a wide range of initiatives 
- from the environment to border 
security -- and these are not 
necessarily threatened by change 
of administration in Washington, if 
Democrat Hillary Clinton becomes 
president, in any case. 

Canada agreed to adopt U.S. 
targets to cut harmful methane 
emissions from the oil and gas 
sector, and both nations signed on 
to initiatives that aim to protect the 
Arctic. They plan to expand pre¬ 
clearance of passengers at airports 
and train terminals. They pledge to 
sort out problems with no-fly lists. 

They sounded hopeful -- probably 
unrealistically so — even on the 
lingering trade dispute over 
softwood lumber. Obama said 
an eventual deal is likely to leave 
industry on both sides dissatisfied, 
but "it will be fine,” while Trudeau 
expressed confidence “we are on a 
track toward resolving this irritant.” 

Mostly, though, the visit reset the 
special relationship between the 
two nations that had turned cold 
under the previous Conservative 
government in Ottawa. At the same 
time, while Trudeau has done much 
to mend Canada’s bruised image 
abroad, those efforts no doubt will 
be helped by the widespread and 
overwhelmingly positive attention 
he received in Washington. 

Seen that way, his visit was a great 
success.

PLEASE END COYOTE HUNT 

I am a local resident of Niagara-on-the- 
Lake and have been so for many years. 

Much of the charm of NOTL are the 
gardens, trees and the wildlife. I can 
probably speak for many of my friends 
and neighbours when I say that much 
of this is changing due to the increased 
building of huge homes and the 
"hunting" of our local coyotes. I enjoy, 
or enjoyed the sounds of the various 
groups of the coyotes as they travelled the 
perimeter of town. I have enjoyed many 

their “singing.” 

It has been some time since these 
sounds have been heard. The Niagara 
region seems to have declared war on 
these magnificent, social animals who 
have lived among us for many years. 

The local "cull” of 73 wolves was very 
disturbing. Anyone with a small game 
licence can hunt these coyotes and wolves 
in unlimited number. Our area is actually 
advertised as the place for hunters to 
come to and enjoy their sport. 

This approach is not science, according 
to the David Suzuki Foundation. These 
animals are often the scapegoats and 
rarely the root cause of dropping prey 
populations. These prey like animals 
have been part of an intricate food web 
for thousands of years. According to 
the DSF, “if something is out of whack 
it can likely be traced to humans or 
disease and not to a sudden decision 
by coyotes to supersize their meals. 
Predators in natural abundance play 
a critical role in maintaining healthy, 
functioning ecosystems, hunting them 
causes stress and erodes the fabric of 
interconnectedness that support all life.” 

The recent hunts have actually driven 
the animals into town and many have been 
sighted in yards and on the streets. For those 
faint of heart, this can be worrisome. If a 
coyote comes into your yard, chase it off 
until it gets the message, then, look around 
to see what attracted it in the first place. 

Keep your cats and small dogs under 
watch. This coyote is adapting to a new 
environment and perhaps we need to do the

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How much sleep do we really need? 


W illiam Shakespeare 
had a lot to say 
about sleep. Here’s 
one example: 

Weary with toil, I haste me 
to my bed 

The dear repose for limbs 
with travel tired; 

But then begins a journey 
in my head 

To work my mind, when 
body's work’s expir’d: 

For then my thoughts— 
from far where I abide— 
Intend a zealous pilgrimage 

And keep my drooping eye¬ 
lids open wide. 


Shakespeare speaks for 
many in mid and later life 
who find a good night's 
sleep hard to come by 
because of those all 
too intrusive 'thoughts! 
Anywhere from ten to thirty 
percent of older people 
report some trouble get¬ 
ting off to sleep and once 
asleep, staying asleep, 
for which state there’s no 
end of other reasons. The 
short list includes anything 


or legs, fidgety-restless 
legs, cramps, pain almost 
anywhere else, worry and 
fretting and as Shakespeare 
remind us, those all 
too intrusive thoughts. 

The latest version of the 
“Diagnostic and Statistical 
Manual of Mental 
Disorders, Vth edition” 
has none of the charm of 
Shakespeare’s take on trou¬ 
bled sleep and offers only 
a pale, clinical description 
of a committee’s criteria for 
the diagnosis of‘Insomnia 
Disorder! Those criteria 
include and I quote: 

1. Dissatisfaction with sleep 
quantity or quality, with 
one or more of the follow¬ 
ing symptoms: Difficulty 
initiating sleep, difficulty 
maintaining sleep, charac¬ 
terized by frequent awak¬ 
enings or trouble returning 



to sleep after awakenings, 
and early-morning awaken¬ 
ing with inability to return 

2. The sleep disturbance 
causes clinically significant 
distress or impairment in 
daytime functioning, as 
evidenced by at least one 
of the following: Fatigue or 
low energy, daytime sleepi¬ 
ness, impaired attention, 
concentration, or memory, 
mood disturbance, behav¬ 
ioral difficulties, impaired 
occupational or academic 
function, impaired inter¬ 
personal or social function 
and negative effect on care¬ 
giver or family functioning 

3. The sleep difficulty 
occurs at least three nights 
per week, is present for at 
least three months, and 
occurs despite adequate 
opportunity for sleep. 

How colorless and unimag¬ 
inative. But then so is the 
whole manual in this and 
previous editions, which 
were never known for art 
or for that matter good sci- 

and unresolved controver¬ 
sies which surrounded this 
latest edition. It is a soulless 
document wearing a white 
coat. What to do with such 
barren diagnostic guide¬ 
lines, whose checklist many 
a human could nod their 
head in agreement with. 
One of the problems in the 
developing world is that 

by expert bodies such as 
the American Academy of 
Sleep Medicine and the 
Sleep Research Society, 
to believe that we should 


have seven to eight hours 
of sleep per night and 
anything less puts us at risk 
for anything from heart 
disease, diabetes, obesity to 
any number of other ‘risk 
factors! However there are 
no studies to find out just 
what natural sleep probably 
looked like before die days 
of artificial lighting and 
temperature-controlling 
systems became the norm. 
That's just what Dr. Jerome 
Siegel and colleagues at 
U.C.L.A did. They studied 
sleep in three hunter- 
gatherer groups, the Hazda 
people in Tanzania, the 
San people in South Africa 
and the Tsimane people in 
Bolivia. What the investiga¬ 


tors found surprised them 
and should nudge sleep 
specialists back to their 
drawing boards. 

The sleep patterns were 
surprisingly similar among 
all three groups. First, 
trouble sleeping was very 
uncommon - nowhere 
near what is reported in the 
developed world. Second, 
time asleep averaged six 
and a half hours, nothing 
like the recommended 
seven to eight hours. Third, 
even though there was 
no artificial lighting they 
tended to stay up several 
hours after sunset talking 
to one another by the fire 
before going off to sleep. 
Then they wakened for the 


day, not at sunrise when we 
might expect, but an hour 
earlier when the ambi¬ 
ent temperature was the 
lowest of the day. No naps 
or no sleeping medications 
here. And by the way these 
sleep patterns held true for 
young and old alike. 

Their sleep probably 
closely mirrored what 
humans have been doing 
for over 100,000 years. 
What’s different with 
modem humans is the 
unnatural artificial lighting, 
central heating and cool¬ 
ing and too much haste to 
medicalize what is a natural 
problem during periods 
of stress and anxiety. This 
is not to say that there are 


not real medical problems 
associated with sleep such 
as sleep apnea but that’s 
another topic for another 
day. 

Dr. Brown came to NOTL 
from Tufts University and 
the New England Medical 
Centre in Boston, where he 
was head of neurology. He 
now teaches part-time at 
McMaster University and 
also directs a multiple scle¬ 
rosis clinic in Northwestern 
Ontario.

During the meeting, 
which Strooband attend¬ 
ed, councillors debated a 
controversial new animal 
control services contract. 
Britton said when Niaga- 
ra-on-the-Lake “kicked 
out the LCHS” it went to 
a system with a dog catch- 

“When I heard it I was a 
little taken aback,” Stroo¬ 
band said Wednesday. 

Strooband said it was 
actually the humane so¬ 
ciety that terminated its 
agreement with Niagara- 
on-the-Lake. 

He wrote in his com¬ 
plaint letter that the hu¬ 
mane society notified the 
town on Nov. 23, 2012, 
that it would withdraw its 
services on Dec. 9, 2012, 
and then did so. 


He added the town has 
been using a canine con¬ 
trol officer for more than 
25 years. 

Strooband wrote that he 
tried to resolve the matter 
with Britton informally by 
sending an e-mail to him 
on Feb. 24. 

In the e-mail, which was 
copied to the mayor and 
council, Strooband re¬ 
quested a letter of apolo¬ 
gy and a public apology in 
a council meeting. 

When a verbal apolo¬ 
gy was not made during 
council meetings on Feb. 
29, March 7 or March 8, 
Strooband sought a for¬ 
mal investigation. 

Strooband said Wednes¬ 
day the statement harms 
the reputation of the hu-

ward and to focus on what 
the humane society is sup¬ 
posed to be doing — caring 
for animals and not an¬ 
swering to allegations in 
the community and sug¬ 
gestions of misinforma¬ 
tion,” he said. 

ButBrittonsaidWednes- 
day his comments were 
based on a review of media 
articles with statements 
by Niagara-on-the-Lake 
staff and were factual.

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Hazardous waste depot opens in Thorold 


Niagara Region has made it easier for 
residents to rid themselves of batteries, 
paint and motor oil. 

A new household hazardous waste 
drop-off depot opened last Friday at the 
regional public works yard at 3557 Tho¬ 
rold Townline Rd. 

The Thoroldlocation is Niagara’s third 
permanent drop-off spot. Hazardous 
waste materials are also collected at the 
Niagara Road 12 landfill in West Lincoln 
and Humberstone landfill in Welland, 
the latter of which opened in February. 

A partial depot, which will accept only 
propane tanks, batteries and paint, is set 
toopeninFortErie, potentially as soon 
as this summer. 

The depots take the place ofhousehold 
hazardous waste drop-off days, previ¬ 
ously held by the Region several times 
throughout the year in different loca¬ 
tions throughout Niagara 

“It's important for us to make sure we 
can get recyclables, when we can, away 
fromlandfills/’Regional Chair Alan Cas- 
lin said, noting 83 per cent of materials 
dropped off at the depots will be recy¬ 
cled.

Having permanent depots that are 
open six days a week increases conven¬ 
ience and addresses those concerns, he 

It means offering5,500 hours of serv¬ 
ice through the year compared to 117 
seen in the past, said Catherine Haber- 
mebl, the Region’s director of waste man¬ 
agement services. 

It’s estimated that Niagara will see a 
20 per cent increase in material being 
dropped off, she added. 

Capital investment to construct the 
Welland and Thorold depots totalled 
$1.3 million. 

While owned by Niagara Region, the 
depots are operated by Hamilton-based 
Hotz Environmental Services. Waste col¬ 
lected at the depots is then transported 
and processed by St Catharines-based 
Photech Environmental Solutions. 

Residents can drive up to the depot and 
empty the contents of their vehicle. 

The materials are sorted into appropri¬ 
ate drums andboxes and stored in secure 
hazardous waste containmentunits un¬ 
til the weekly Photech pickup. 

There’s a common misconception 
that hazardous waste cannot be re¬ 
cycled, said Allison lyidesley, the Re¬ 
gion’s associate director of collection 
and diversion operations. 


“One hundred per cent of motor oil 
and paint brought here is recycled,” 
she said. Even the empty oil contain¬ 
ers are recycled and made into com¬ 
posite decking. 

Paint accounts for 41 per cent of 
household hazardous waste collected 
in Niagara. 

Thorold Mayor Ted Luciani said the 
depot is “nicely centralized” and will 
increase convenience for area resi¬ 
dents. 

“We’re thrilled to have this facility 
here. This service makes a lot of sense, 
instead of waiting in long lines to dis¬ 
pose of hazardous waste.” 

The first 100 people to visit the Tho¬ 
rold depot will receive an orange haz¬ 
ardous waste bin to take home.
